We  said  in  our  most  recent  Laymen's  League  Con- 
vention, that  the  Church's  laity  constitutes  more 
than  ninety-nine  per  cent  of  the  church's  member- 
ship. And  these  odds  are  tremendous.  Therefore  they 
should  be  considered  as  more  than  chattel. 

In  many  cases  we  are  treated  as  though  we  are 
hired  servants  of  the  minister,  to  do  as  he  com- 
mands. It  nettles  the  minister  if  you  express  a  view 
that  does  not  concur  with  his  thinking.  If  you  do 
think,  you  are  a  bad  boy. 

Many  of  our  boards  are  stacked  with  yes-men.  To 
put  it  bluntly,  church  Uncle  Toms.  They  were  in 
many  instances,  selected  by  the  minister  so  he  could 
have  absolute  control. 

It  pains  me  to  see  this,  because  a  church  will 
never  attain  its  true  significance.  It  loses  the  proper 
distinction  that  is  its  due.  It  impedes  and  cripples 
the  total  church  program.  Any  man  looks  great  when 
he  can  lead  and  control  strong  men.  There  can  be  no 
pride,  value  or  strength,  derived  from  leading  men 
who  are  weak. 

If  the  Baptists  of  North  Carolina  are  to  move 
forward,  then  the  laymen  must  be  included  in  the 
movement.  I  believe  that  more  than  ninety  per 
cent  of  our  laymen  are  uninformed  of  the  mechanism 
of  the  General  Baptist  State  Convention  of  North 
Carolina.  If  these  men  could  be  told  as  frequently 
as  possible,  from  the  pulpit,  of  these  things,  then  I 
believe  the  results  would  surpass  any  of  our  expecta- 
tions.

Soon  after  the  Baptist  State  Conventions  of  North 
Carolina  embarked  upon  a  program  of  interracial  co- 
operation on  April  1,  1957,  an  inquisitive  brother  in- 
quired of  the  Secretary  of  the  Department  of  Inter- 
racial Cooperation,  W.  R.  Grigg,  "What  are  you 
trying  to  do  anyway?"  Grigg  replied,  "We  are  doing 
about  our  best  to  bring  about  a  better  understanding 
between  all  people  and  we  are  trying  to  grow  more 
and  better  Baptist  churches." 

Such  has  been  a  developing  philosophy  concerning 
the  cooperative  efforts  of  these  called  to  do  the  work 
fostered  by  the  Southern  and  National  Baptists  in 
North  Carolina,  working  through  the  Baptist  State 
Convention  (Southern)  and  the  General  Baptist  State 
Convention  (National).  Nine  hundred  and  forty 
thousand  (940,000)  Southern  Baptist  members  of 
3,400  local  churches  cooperating  with  350,000  Na- 
tional Baptists  who  are  members  of  1,700  local 
churches  are  finding  ways  to  be  mutually  helpful  in 
carrying  out  this  philosophy. 

Department  personnel,  in  addition  to  Mr.  Grigg, 
include  the  Reverend  C.  C.  Craig,  Jr.  who  is  an  As- 
sociate to  the  Executive  Secretary  of  the  General 
Baptist  Convention  in  charge  of  missions  and  ste- 
wardship promotion  in  the  churches  throughout  the 
state ;  the  Reverend  Robert  B.  Hooper,  Campus  Min- 
ister and  Professor  of  Religion  at  Shaw  University, 
Raleigh,  N.  C. ;  the  Reverend  Junius  A.  Dudley,  who 
directs  a  program  of  teaching  and  training  through 
the  churches  in  the  Winston-Salem  area ;  the  Rever- 
end Marvin  L.  Williams,  who  promotes  growth  of 
more  than  150  churches  in  five  rural  associations  in 
Eastern  North  Carolina,  working  out  of  Rocky 
Mount,  N.  C. ;  Mrs.  Mary  Lou  Maynard,  the  dedicated 
Office  Secretary  of  the  department;  and  the  Rever- 
end Chauncey  R.  Edwards,  Pastor  of  the  First  Bap- 
tist Church  of  Fayetteville,  N.  C.  who  gives  consider- 
able time  to  visiting  patients  in  the  Tuberculosis 
Sanitorium  at  McCain,  N.  C.  A  host  of  volunteer 
workers  from  the  churches  of  both  Baptist  groups 
give  much  time  and  effort  to  the  spiritual  growth  of 
people  in  their  various  communities  through  this 
program. 

The  program  of  work  centers  in  the  needs  that 
can  be  met  through  the  local  churches  and  their 
organizations.  Extension  Schools  for  in-service  min- 
isters and  lay  leaders  reach  more  than  100  people  for 
regular  training  for  seven  to  nine  months  annually 
which  makes  them  more  efficient  servants.  Church 
and  Associational  Training  Institutes  (Study 
Courses)  make  better  workmen  out  of  more  than 
2500  people  annually.  State-wide  conferences  and 
area  clinics  on  Evangelism  and  Stewardship  in- 
creases the  number  of  baptisms  and  the  total 
gifts  of  the  churches  each  year.  Approximately 


9,000  children  that  would  otherwise  be  unreached 
are  taught  in  Vacation  Bible  Schools  each  year. 
During  the  summer  of  1962  eight  people,  three 
Southern  Baptists  and  five  National  Baptists,  lived 
and  worked  together  conducting  these  Vacation 
Bible  Schools. 

Racially  cooperative  and  inclusive  efforts  include 
Pastors'  and  Deacons'  Schools,  an  Interracial  Re- 
treat, Baptist  Student  Unions  throughout  the  col- 
leges of  the  state,  along  with  many  community 
projects  of  inter-church  nature.  People  of  all  ethnic- 
groups  and  churches  are  invited  to  and  attend  meet- 
ings and  assemblies  of  both  Conventions.  Churches 
are  beginning  to  conduct  Schools  of  Missions  without 
regard  to  race.  Many  churches  of  both  Conventions 
are  open  to  all  people  for  worship.  A  few  churches 
are  racially  non-discriminatory  in  receiving  mem- 
bers. Three  Southern  Baptist  schools  in  the  state 
are  open  to  students  of  all  races. 

The  total  program  is  one  of  mutual  sharing  to 
the  glory  of  God.  Such  cooperation  through  the 
churches  means  more  wholesome  human  relations, 
higher  moral  standards,  keener  appreciation  of  the 
more  noble  and  holy  things  of  life,  and  increased 
determination  toward  God-like  living  for  every  com- 
munity.

I  can  truly 
say  this  was  the  best  Session  we 
have  had. 

Both,  the  University  church, 
where  the  young  people  met,  and 
Greenleaf  Auditorium,  where  the  women  met  were 
filled  to  capacity.  Over  one  thousand  women,  young 
people,  pastors  and  laymen  were  on  hand  to  witness 
and  share  the  fellowship  of  our  great  Convention. 

Sisters,  allow  me  to  thank  you  for  at  least  three 
things  accomplished  during  this  session: 

1.  First,  for  your  presence  and  interest.  Many 
counties  and  districts  that  have  heretofore  attended 
in  sparse  numbers  were  present  in  force.  This  is  an 
indication  that  our  leaders  are  doing  an  excellent 
job  in  promoting  our  work. 

2.  Secondly,  our  financial  goal  was  $3,500.00. 
You  brought  $3,520.00  and  funds  have  still  been 
coming  in.  This  is  the  kind  of  support  we  need. 

3.  Thirdly,  you  accepted  the  challenge  to  raise 
$10,000.00  for  Shaw  University  in  90  days,  Febru- 
ary 6 — May  6.  There  is  no  doubt  in  my  mind  that 
we  will  succeed.  The  program  and  plan  for  this  effort 
will  be  sent  to  you  very  soon. 

A  word  of  praise  is  in  order  for  our  Executive 
Secretary,  Dr.  Ellen  Alston,  and  her  staff.  These 
dedicated  souls  are  tireless  workers  for  the  Cause. 
Without  them  the  progress  of  our  Convention  would 
be  at  a  low  ebb. 

Our  general  officers,  Executive  Board,  Executive 
Committee,  Special  and  Field  Workers  and  District 
Chairmen,  work  as  a  team.  These  five  women  are 
responsible  for  much  that  is  being  done.  Let  us  never 
lose  sight  on  their  value  and  become  ungrateful  for 
their  sacrificial  service.  Again  thanks  for  a  job  well 
done.

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The  Colored  Orphanage  of  North 
Carolina  and  Negro  Baptist  Progress 

By  Rev.  T.  H.  Brooks.  Superintendent 

As  Negro  Americans  begin  thinking  in  terms  of 
their  first  one  hundred  years  of  freedom  it  is  only 
natural  that  some  attention  should  be  given  to  those 
areas  of  progress  which  determine  how  far  we  have 
really  come  in  the  effort  to  solve  some  of  our  own 
problems.  When  such  thoughts  enter  the  mind  of 
men  and  women  of  color  in  North  Carolina  it  is 
natural  that  they  would  think  of  the  Colored  Or- 
phanage of  North  Carolina  located  on  the  southern 
edge  of  the  little  city  of  Oxford,  North  Carolina. 

This  institution,  as  a  home  for  homeless  children, 
is  not  only  the  brain-child  of  Negroes,  but  it  was 
founded  by  Negro  Baptists  of  North  Carolina.  The 
opening  paragraph  of  the  history  of  the  institution 
tells  us  that  "In  August  1882,  The  Colored  Orphan- 
age Association  was  formed  in  Henderson,  North 
Carolina,  by  members  of  the  Shiloh  and  Wake  As- 
sociations. The  idea  was  presented  by  Dr.  Augustus 
Shepard,  who  noticed  during  his  travel  throughout 
the  state,  the  large  number  of  homeless,  neglected 
children."  This  happened  before  the  Negro  had  been 
free  20  years.  A  little  more  than  twelve  months  after 
the  forming  of  the  orphanage  association,  the  in- 
stitution actually  opened  its  doors  on  a  farm  consist- 
ing of  23  acres  located  one  mile  and  a  half  from 
Oxford  on  the  Raleigh  Road.  It  still  occupies  this 
same  location  although  much  surrounding  land  has 
been  added  to  it. 

Not  only  was  the  institution  founded  by  Negro 
Baptists,  but  for  several  years  its  chief  income  was 
from  Negro  Baptists  and  the  few  friends  its  leaders 
could  make  among  others.  Some  of  those  who  aided  in 
this  struggle  to  provide  a  home  for  the  homeless 
were  white  friends  who  had  come  south  to  aid  the 
Freedmen  wherever  possible.  One  such  sainted  soul 
was  Miss  Bessie  Hockin,  a  Canadian  woman,  who 
served  as  superintendent,  without  pay,  from  1884 
to  1886.  There  was  also  a  Reverend  Pyche  who  gave 
considerable  aid.  Reverend  Pyche  had  married  and 
brought  his  bride  south  with  him.  They  lost  their 
first  child  while  aiding  the  institution.  The  infant 
was  buried  in  the  children's  cemetery  along  with  the 
other  children  whose  bodies  were  not  strong  enough 
to  stand  the  hardships  in  which  this  period  abounded. 

The  members  of  the  board  were  able  to  see  that 
the  future  would  be  bleak  if  they  attempted  to  main- 
tain the  institution  as  a  Baptist  institution.  Thus, 
they  had  it  incorporated  as  a  non-denominational  in- 
stitution to  receive  children  deprived  of  their  parents 
and  means  of  support  and  to  train  them  along  re- 
ligious, moral  and  industrial  lines  in  order  to  fit  them 
for  useful  law-abiding  citizens. 

As  we  look  back  over  the  years  of  service  the 
institution  has  rendered  we  find  many  of  its  students 
have  gone  forth  to  render  valuable  services  as  a  re- 
sult of  the  inspiration  received  within  its  walls. 
Ministers,  teachers,  social  workers,  businessmen  and 


those  trained  in  the  mechanical  arts  all  give  proof  of 
the  service  the  institution  has  rendered. 

The  lead  taken  by  Baptists  has  seen  other  organ- 
ized groups  of  a  religious,  social  and  fraternal  na- 
ture come  to  the  support  of  this  institution.  How- 
ever, the  present  officials  remain  grateful  for  the 
heritage  they  have  received  from  the  early  pioneers 
in  this  field  of  service.  From  humble  beginnings  the 
institution  has  advanced  to  the  point  where  its  oper- 
ating budget  totals  $138,000  annually.  This  figure 
does  not  include  funds  spent  for  capital  improve- 
ments, since  permanent  improvements  have  always 
had  to  depend  upon  what  could  be  raised  through 
contributions  which  can  and  do  vary  from  year  to 
year.  The  story  of  The  Colored  Orphanage  is  a  story 
of  struggle  and  heroic  service.  Today  the  children 
are  well  fed,  well  clothed,  and  well  housed.  No  child 
has  died  at  the  institution  for  more  than  20  years, 
which  is  proof  of  the  good  care  now  provided.  No 
child  with  exceptional  ability  is  turned  out  of  the 
institution  without  an  opportunity  to  continue  his 
education  beyond  the  high  school  level. 

It  should  be  pointed  out  that  what  is  being  done 
now  was  not  accomplished  easily.  Men  have  almost 
died  in  their  tracks  to  make  the  present  opportuni- 
ties possible.  A  loss  of  interest  on  the  part  of  sup- 
porters will  not  only  stop  the  institution  where  it  is, 
it  will  permit  it  to  go  backward  losing  all  gains,  and 
at  the  same  time  prevent  it  from  attaining  the  place 
it  should  occupy  as  a  child-caring  institution  in 
North  Carolina. 

The  fiscal  year  July  1,  1960  through  June  30,  1961 
appears  to  have  been  the  best  year  for  Baptist  con- 
tributions to  the  orphanage.  During  that  year  the 
institution  received  from  all  Baptist  sources  $9,389.- 
69.  The  orphanage  needs  to  continue  to  improve  its 
physical  plant  in  order  to  render  service  in  keeping 
with  present  day  demands.  The  institution  needs  a 
continuation  of  prayers  and  financial  support  in 
order  to  maintain  progress  toward  its  objectives.
